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Run-off to decide SGA presidency today

The winner of the SGA 
presidential election will be 
determined today in a run-off 
between candidates Jim Ward 
and Reggie Williams. 

All students should vote in 
their residence halls or the 
University Center before 3 p.m. 
today. 

Both candidates agreed to the 
request of the election 
commission and the polls will 
close two hours earl ier due to the 
holiday dismissal. 

A run-off was necessary 
because no candidate received a 
clear majority. 


After the results were posted. 
Ward said, “I am confident and 
feel good about my turn-out 
tonight. I just want to urge 
everyone to vote before they go 
home on Thursday.” 

Williams said, “Since Friday 
is Good Friday I know many 
people will be going home. I just 
hope the turn-out will be strong 
since I missed a majority by only 
20 votes.” 

Denise Fawcett, the unop¬ 
posed vice-presidential 
candidate, received 1532 votes. 

Sedonna Warren brought in 
1552 votes in her unopposed bid 
for Secretary of Affairs. 

Tracey Cline won the race for 
Secretary of Communications 
with 1199 votes toJon Ivins’414. 


The unopposed Secretary of 
Finance candidate. Ray Bryant, 
received 1536 complimentary 
votes. 

John Bell was re-elected as 
the Secretary of Minorities 
Affairs. He obtained 429 votes 
from minority students. 

Melinda Stokes was the 
popular choice as the 
representative to the UT Board 
of Trustees with 572 votes. 

She was followed by Chris 
Harper with 478 votes, Marti 
Robbins with 437 and Roger 
Coates with 146 votes. 

According to Dr. Phillip 
Watkins, vice chancellor for 
student affairs and SGA 
advisor, the top three student 


names will be submitted to 
Governor I>amar Alexander for 
consideration. 

“He will do the official 
choosing and he is not obligated 
necessarily to select the top 
candidate.” 

Watkins explained that the 
University would probably be 
notified in June as to the 
governor's selection. 

Ray Bryant, the new 
Secretary of Finance, summed 
up the feelings of the two 
remaining candidates when he 
said. “I want to thank everyone 
who turned out and voted today, 
and I want to encourage 
everyone to vote in the run-off 
election on Thursday.”

Beer licenses to be limited

Editor’s Note-This article was 
originally written for the 

Weakley County Press. 

The Martin City Board passed 
the first reading of an ordinance 
Monday night that would limit 
the number of beer licenses 
issued within the city limits to 
10 . 

This would not affect the 
current 18 license holders but it 
would prevent any new licenses 
from being issued until the 
number of existing permits 
drops below 10. 

Elder Houston Patrick of 
Martin spoke to the board 
concerning the amendment to 
the existing beer ordinance, 
stating, “Since there will not be 


a referendum on this issue, the 
people cannot express their 
opinions directly. We have to 
rely on elected officials to carry 
out our wishes. 

“1 know many people who feel 
a lot of encouragement that the 
city is considering this 
amendment, along with the 
state plan to raise the legal 
drinking age to 21,” he said. “I 
know the revenue coming into 
the city must be substantial but 
I don’t think it justifies the 
proliferation of these places. 
Every place there are a lot of 
these outlets, the area has 
deteriorated.” 

City Attorney Mike Maloan 
said the amendment could 
create some problems. “If, say, 
two groceries applied for 


licenses and were turned down 
on the basis of this new 
amendment, then a big chain 
like Holiday Inn came in and 
said they would build if they 
could get a beer license, what 
would you do?” he said. 

“If there were 10 existing, 
valid permits then you would 
have to turn them down. And if 
you tried to raise the limit to 
include them, you’d have to go 
back and issue licenses to 
everyone who had been refused 
due to the new requirement. 
Otherwise you would risk a 
discrimination suit.” 

The board did agree to change 
the wording in the existing 
ordinance which makes beer 
licenses the responsibility of the 
manager of chain stores. If the 


law were left as is, once a 
manager was transferred, his 
replacement would have to 
apply, and unless there were 
less than 10 business already 
with permits, he would be 
refused. 

The major complaint the 
citizens seemed to have against 
the “proliferation,” as Elder 
Patrick termed it, of beer 
licenses is the increased 
availability of alcohol to 
underaged teenagers. Yet, 
Martin Police Chief Jackie 
Moore told the Memphis 
Commercial Appeal that there 
had been no complaints from 
anyone about teenagers 
purchasing beer. 

The ordinance has to pass two 
more readings before being 
officially ratified. 


Senate considers the switch to semester system

A Calendar Committee 
charged by the Academic 
Senate of looking into the 
feasibility of changing from 
quarters to an early semester 
system will report its findings 
back to the Senate by May 22, 
according to Senate President 
Patrick Taylor. 

“A poll taken last quarter by 
the Agenda Committee found 
that the UTM faculty was 
almost two to one in favor of a 
semester system,” explained the 
professor of history. 

“The Calendar Committee has 
now sent a poll to each 
academic unit asking chairmen 
to poll their people and list the 
specific advantages and 
disadvantages involved in such 
a move.” 

UTK, as the result of a 
November 1983 decision of its 
Academic Senate, is currently 
studying the specifics involved 
in the change from quarters to 
semesters. A Knoxville 
committee will report back to its 
Senate on May 24. 

“It seems clear that UTK is 
planning to change to some kind 
of semester system.” Taylor 
said. 

Knoxville’s time table for 
such a change would not be until 
the 1987-88 academic year 
because they are currently in 
the process of installing a 
student information service that 
will keep all the academic 
records of a student “on line” in 
the computer. 


As Taylor explained, 
Knoxville would not want to 
have two major projects going 
on at the same time. 

A similar move on the part of 
UTM would probably be in the 
same time frame, thus not 
affecting that many students 
currently enrolled. 

Martin, if the campus decided 
in favor of switching, would do 
so to an early semester and not a 
regular semester system, 
according to Taylor. 

Taylor said that the old 
semester systems began around 
Labor Day. The students 
returned from their December 
week for 10 days or two weeks to 
take finals, then had another 
break before the next semester 
started. 

“The quarter system was used 
to get away from all that. But 
the early semester system also 
avoids most of the problems that 
were part of the old semester 
system,” he explained. 

Under the early semester 
system, students begin classes 
in late August and are out in 
December, having already 
taken finals. The second 
semester begins in January and 
ends in April or May. 

Although Chancellor Charles 
Smith has not come out for or 
against a move to semesters, he 
has said that he would not 
approve anything but an early 
semester system if a recommen¬ 
dation came to him. 

“The only two conditions I 
have presented to the Senate are 
that they are talking about an 


early semester and not a late 
semester system and that they 
provide adequate time for the 
changes to be implemented,” 
Smith said. 

The chancellor is supportive 
of the notion that the Senate 
needs to look at the question of 
switching because the strongest 
vested interest lies with the 
faculty. 

“I would not want to preempt 
discussion in the Senate, so now 
I am watching with interest to 
see how the study turns out," he 
said. 

Taylor said the fact that the 
administration is not doing 
anything one way or the other 
about the possibility of a change 
is one big advantage. 

“It is good that the impetus for 
the change is coming from the 
faculty,” Taylor said. 

Although many programs are 
offered at Martin which tie with 
Knoxville, Taylor and the 
chancellor have said that this is 
a campus decision and that 
UTM should not decide to 
change to an early semester 
system merely because it 
appears that Knoxville will be 
going that way. 

Advantages 

Taylor says that the main 
advantage that the semester 
system offers over the quarter 
system is that it provides an 
opportunity for professors to do 
a better teaching job. 

“This consideration out¬ 
weighs everything else," he said. 

“We would have the students 
16 weeks under the semester 


system instead of 10 and we 
have a chance to make a really 
positive impact.” 

Taylor said that students 
involved in classroom research 
projects would have time to dig 
in to their work, think, write 
and then rewrite. Such time is 
not always available under the 
quarter system. 

He explained that the 
semester system does away with 
one final exam period. This time 


could be put back into teaching. 

“It is important pedagog- 
ically; the week that is used for 
finals week under the quarter 
system could be used for another 
week of instruction under the 
semester system.” 

Adapting better to available 
textbooks is another positive 
side to the semester system. 

Taylor said that getting out 
earlier in the summer is an 
important plus for students 


looking for summer or 
permanent employment. 

“Allowing them to get 
through with classes a month or 
so before students involved in a 
quarter system puts them that 
much further ahead when it 
comes to looking for a job,” he 
said. 

Taylor also noted that the 
change from quarters would 
affect not only academic but 
administrative concerns.

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Beer law change 
shows narrow minds 


Last week, the Martin city fathers • passed an ordinance 
limiting the number of beer licenses in Martin to 10. Although 
this doesn’t affect any that are currently issued, it would 
prevent any new ones from being granted until the existing 
number drops below 10. Since the existing number is 18. this 
could be quite a while. 

The ordinance also prevents a bar or establishment that 
sells beer from being sold as such. Since the licenses are non- 
transferable, if Hillary’s were sold, it would be a long time 
before you’d be able to buy beer again. 

Why? 

There are several factors which may or may not impinge on 
the board’s decision. To begin with, it’s election time, boys and 
girls! One of the aldermen is running for mayor, and a couple 
of others are running for re-election. You don’t do anything 
controversial during election time.

The board, at the meeting, made it clear that it would stand 
behind the amendment, even if a large chain such as Holiday 
Inn came and wanted to build. Now, a quick test-how many 
people believe that? The way the city of Martin has been 
frantically trying to attract industry (quite successfully, too), 
does anyone really believe that if a Holiday Inn wanted to 
build, the city fathers wouldn’t retract their motion so fast the 
air would crackle? 

But there’s a catch with this, too, which indicates the futility 
of the whole endeavor. If the amendment is rescinded to make 
it legal for something like a Holiday Inn, then all the petitions 
which had been denied due to the amendment would have to be 
granted. Otherwise, the city would risk a big, fat 
discrimination suit. 

So, don’t worry, ye open-minded. Those who believe that 
people should be allowed to decide for themselves whether 
they want to drink or not will win in the end. And all the others 
who think it is their duty to police the morality of the 
population will just click their tongues and find something 
else'to’hd'r'p abdirt.

“Field work will put students in a 
position where they may run into 
somebody interesting in state, 
national or even international 
politics,’ said he. 

“You certainly don't have to be a 
Republican to go to the Convention- 
Democrats can go and heckle 
Republican speakers and add 
interest to the Republican 
Convention!”

Senate considers switch 


"An administrative advan¬ 
tage of having the semester 
system would be that registra¬ 
tion would come two times a 
year, instead of three,” Taylor 
explained. 

“This would save money for 
the University by reducing 
paperwork time and through 
the salaries of those who are 
hired just for registration 
times.” 

He cited the examples of 
housing, athletics and safety 
and security as administrative 
departments that would benefit 
from the change. 

"The financial considerations 
in this matter are slippery, 
though," he warned. 

“No one can really say how 
much money is needed to 
change, or how much money 
will be saved in the long run.” 

Taylor recently visited the 
campus of Pennsylvania State 
University along with several 
members of UTK to meet with 
professors and administrators 
and discuss their recent switch 
to a semester system. 

"No one could pinpoint 
figures that were actually 
involved in the switch; they all 
said that it would take some 
time for the cost of conversion to 
be realized,” he mentioned. 

Another somewhat grey area 
would be the subject of summer 
sessions. 

UTM now has two summer 
sessions with a maximum of 
nine hours allowed per session. 
Would the change mean that 
Martin would only offer one 
summer session as some schools 
do, allowing the student to 
complete less work? 

Or would UTM offer two 
summer sessions? 

“The choice of two sessions 


would leave out a principal 
client group for summer 
session, namely in-service 
teachers who come back to 
school during the summer," 
Taylor explained. 

“Such a session would start 
too early for them to enter and 
end too late. 

“To accomodate them, we 
would need to have three such 
sessions.” 

Taylor said that although 
such a question was compli¬ 
cated, it could nonetheless be 
handled. 

Problems? 

Taylor emphasized the fact 
that the process would take four 
years for UTM to completely 
switch to the semester system 
and this would be ample time 
for a student to make sure that 
he had all of his sequences 
completed. 

“There will be no problem in 
converting from quarter to 
semester hours if the student 
has completed an entire 
sequence," Taylor said. 

“The problem comes in when 
the student has completed two of 
three quarters worth of a 
sequence. What do you do then? 

“You either say that the two 
quarters the student has will do, 
or make him take another 
semester of the subject which 
would, in effect, give him one 
and one/half more hours than he 
needed.” 

Taylor said that the latter 
alternative cuts down on the 
number of electives that the 
student can take. 

“All you can do is try your 
dead-level best not to let the 
students get hurt in the 
transition.” 

Citing the case of Penn State 
who created a grievance 
committee to hear cases from 
students who felt that the 
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transition of hours had hurt 
them academically, Taylor said 
that the committee has yet to 
hear a case. 

Taylor said that another one 
of the potential disadvantages of 
switching to semesters might be 
in the cooperative program. 

He said that Sandy Belote, 
coordinator of the program, has 
said that there are some clients 
who co-op with UTM because 
Martin is on quarters and that 
these people and others like 
them might not choose UTM in 
the future if it went to 
semesters. 

“Another problem area would 
be with the community colleges 
which are almost all on the 
quarter system,” Taylor 
explained. 

“Anytime someone moves 
from quarters to semesterd or 
vice versa, there can be 
problems in converting their 
grades.” 

This change will create a lack 
of articulation where commun¬ 
ication now exists; however, 


according to Taylor, the trend 
seems to be for colleges and 
universities to be on the 
semester calendar. He feels that 
community colleges will change 
once the majority of colleges in 
Tennessee are on semesters. 

Another potential problem 
area is in the placement of 
student teachers. Taylor argues, 
though, that area schools such as 
Memphis State and Murray 
State are on semesters and have 
no problems placing their 
student teachers. 

Once the committee collects 
their findings and reports to the 
Senate on May 22, if it 
recommends a switch, the 
Senate will either approve the 
report, table it, defeat it or refer 
it back to another committee for 
evaluation. 

The recommendation in favor 
of a move to semesters, if it 
passes the Senate, would go next 
to the chancellor, then to Ed 
Boling, president of the UT 
System, and finally to the Board 
of Trustees.
